Tunnel Locomotivos, 

Sarnia, March 1,—Four of the largest 
locomotives ever built in the world are neur 
ing completion at the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works iu Philadelphia, They are being 
built for the Grand Trunk Railway aud will 
be used in the St, Clair tunnel, which runs 
under the bed of the St, Clair River between 
( Port Huron and Sarnia. The engines aro 
peculiarly constructod, thore are five pairs oy 
SJ-inch driving wheels on each, The water 
tanks are on each side of the bolior, and the 
cabis in the contre of the boiler, extending 
out over the two tanks. The locomotive is 
thus constructed to allow it to run backward 
and forward with equal facility, Tie cylin- 
dera are =2x28 inches and the boiler 74 inches 
in diameter, with capacity to carry 100 
poutids of sloam pressure, Hach one with the 
water tanks filled and the starting supply of 
coal on bonrd weighs 200,000 pounds, the 
average weight In ruaning order, with tanks 
about half filled being 180,000.

DOMINION ELECTIONS ACT, 


A Sovore Pomalty Against Electors Guilty 
of Corrupt Practices, 

The Dominion Elections Act provides 
that every person, who directly or indirect~ 
ly, gives, lends, or agrees to give or lend 
any money or vaiuable consideration, 
promises any office or employment, ad- 
vances money to be used for corrupt par- 
poses is guilty of a misdemeanor and shall 
forfeit the sum of $200, Any voter who 
receiyes money or valuable consideration 
is open to a fine of $200 and costs, Every 
candidate who for the purpose of corruptly 
influencing votes, provides meat, drink or 
refreshments, shall forfeit the sum of $200 
in addition to any other penalty to which 
he is liable. Any person giving meat or 
drink to electors on nomination day 1s 
subject to a fine of $10. Any person who 
threatens violence or uses any undue 
influence either to vote or refrain from 
voting if found guilty is liable to a fins of 
$200 and costs. Any candidate who hires 
or causes to be hired conveyances for the 
purpose of bringing voters to or from the 
polls is liable to a fine of $100 and costs. 
Everyone whois guilty of any of the fol- 
lowing acts shall be liable to a penalty not 
exceeding $200 and _ to imprisonment for 
six months: (1) Applies for a ballot paper 
in the name of some other person, whether 
such name is that of a person living or 


| dead, or of a fictitious person or (2) Having 


voted once at any such election and ap- 
pliesatthe same election for a ballot paper 
in hisown name.  Ifitis found by any 
judge that any corrupt practise has been 
committed by any candiditte at an elec’ 
tion, or hisagent, the election of such 
candidate all be void. 

It will be well for every voter to bear 
the foregoing facts well in mind between 
now and the fifth of darch.

a prohibition law, to the extoat of the entire 
yaine of his buildings and plant, stock on 
hand ond good will. All this would be easily 
mot by the savings of his customers in one or 
two years, and by their increased carning 
capacity as sober men, 

3. In the words of Mr. Corby himself ; 
“If I didn’t make this whiskey, somebody 
else would, That I make it is no reason why 
you should driuk it.” Ifan act is in itself 
criminal, does it excuse the offender for him 
to claim that if not by him it would be 
committed by some one else? Even in the 
case ol necessary evil, the instrument is held 
accountable, Our Saviour said: "lt must 
needs be that offences come, but woe to him 
by whom the offence cometh.” 1 cannot 
take space to extend this argument. Surely 
to every sane man the proposition is seif- 
evident that free will and accountability go 
together in the life of every individual. As 
to the second bit of sophistry, common sense 
tells us that the making and selling of 
whiskey involve its consumption. And 
further, it isa singular fact that in the 
liquor business the law of supply and de- 
mund is reversed, Usually the demand for 
an article precedes and causes the supply, 
But in the whiskey market, the supply ac- 
tuully precedes and causes the demnaud, Pro- 
hibition prevails in penitentiaries, and what 
there do we tind? Criminals who became so 
through drinking habits, gradually lose the 
appetite for liquor, and improve in health. 
Many a drunkard has emigrated to pro- 
hibition Kansas in order that his impaired 
solf-will might be fortitied by the absence of 
temptatioa.[p the man who once acquires a 
taste for liquor, a craving is induced which 
leads him on and on in pursuit of what 
Horace Greeley called ‘tae ever-receding 
point of satistuction” till Le totters into a 
drunkard’s grave, » 

4. “Mr. Corby is a large customer for 
rye, and a large employerof labor.” But if 
the rye and the labor are consuined in the 

roduction of that which is worse than use- 
less, is it not clear that both are worse than 
wasted? Var better would it be for all the 
rye Mr. Corby uses to be burned to ashes, 
and all the labor he empluys to be set at 
bailing out the Bay of Quinte than for these 
God-given elements of wealth to be turned 
into that which destroys humanity, body 
and soul. Whether considered economically 
or morally, the diversion of grain and labor 
from useful channels, and their consumption 
inthe manufacture of whiskey, instead of 
being a.benefit, is an injury, nay a disaster, 
to the community. 

5. ‘The temperance question is not an 
issue in the present contest,” ‘hen when, 
let me ask, is it ever anissue? The Parlia- 
ment of the Dominion of Canada, by the con- 
stitution under which we live, has been given 
entire control of the regulation or suppression 
of the liquor traffic, The only time when a 
temperance voter can make any impression 
whatever upon the policy of the country at 
large in reference to this burning question is 
at a Dominion election, and in the choice of 
a representative in the National Legislature.

Fathor Jiminez, the procurator, was fatally

great confusion, with blood and other traces

self-crucifixion, which is only the second in- 
stance of its kind known, caine as tho cul- 
mination of a long religious brooding and 
other troubles which bad unbinged bis mind, 
Ho lives at 1104 MoIlvany-street. 

For the past woek ho has been unusually 
wild in bis religious ideas and on Thursday 
night the climax came. Rising while tho 
rest of the family were yet asleep, he began 
his preparations for his astonisbing per- 
formance, Roughly marking out the form 
of a cross upon the floor, and procuring an 
old hammer and some nails, he was ready 
for the solf-sucritice. 

Placing a nail upon bis right foot, a sharp 
blow from tho hammer drove i* clean 
through. Great as the agony must have 
been he probably mado no sound, knowing 
that it would arouse bis mother, son 
or daughter. Another nail was placed 
upon the other foot, but the blow from 
the hammer failed to drive it through, 
It stuck a bone, in which it became imbeded. 
Laying his left hand flat upon the floor, with 
the palm upward, ho drove a third nail deep 
into the flesh.

THE DAKOTA FARMER. 


A Former Resident cf Hastings Says 
They are Prosperous, 

The conservative organs and stump 
orators have been endeavoring during the 
present campaign to show that the 

_ American farmer is in extremely distressed 
State, that his lot isa most unhappy one, 
and that if the policy of unrestricted reci- 
procity was adopted the Canadian farmer 
would be reduced to the same pitable 

* condition. This alleged condition of affairs 
has been applied with particular reference 
to Dakota (north and south) and the 
further statement made that theCanadians 
who were induced to settle there, were 
leaving those states and secking new 
homes in the province of Manitoba, in 
consequence of the distress and privation 
they were experiencing. 

The enclosed copy ofa letter froma 

ie Dakota farmer, a former resident of the 

<=, township of Elziver. who is at present 

siting friends and relations in this sec- 

in : y and reliability is 

unimproachable, speaks for itself. The 
writer of the letter is Mr. A. H. Leslie : 

“I formerly lived in Elziver, I went to 
Dakota in August 1880. I settled in the 
northern part five miles from Grafton, the 
county seat of Walsh county. In 1881 1 
bought a quarter section for $300. In 
1887 I bought an adjoining quarter section 
for 5,000 bushels of wheat. Being unable 
in consequence of an injury received eight 
years ago to work the farm myself I hited 
it done until three years ago. Since that 
time a tenant has worked my farm: on 
shares each of us taking one half the 
proceeds. During the last year I realized 
asmy share of the profits over $1,750. 
Owing to my ill health a great many have 
done better than I. ‘[wo-thirds of the ir- 
habitants of Walsh county were formerly 
staunch Canadian and many of 
them hold the most responsible positions 
in the state. I could name Several : my 
father-in-law, the Hon. Alex. Thomson, a 
member of the legislature of North Dakota 
was formerly a resident of Brome county, 
Ontario ; the Hon. James Bell, a member 
of the senate is from the same plac e; 
Roger Allen, a former Canadian, fills an 
honorable aud resposible position as 
liewtenant-governor of orth Dakota.

In the debates 
in the Senace 1890 page 792 the following 
statement of Senator Reads appears. Dis- 
tillers would not use a bushel of rye, but 
would use corn altogether, if they could 
get as good a yield. Speaking of whiskey. 
1 have sold it for 20 ce. tsa gailon and 
made a good profit.” “I can sell it to-day 
at that price without duty and make a 
good profit.” Another senator said : “I can 
make it out of corn for 73% cents.” On 
page 799 Senator Read further says : 
“The distillers like corn because the refuse 
is good for fattening pur oses.” ‘The 
duty on spirits 1s $2.00 per proof 
gallon. [t is therefore evident that on 
each gallon of spirits manufactured, the 
distiller receives a protection equal to the 
difference between the excise duty $1.30 
per proof gallon, and the customs quty 
$2.00 per proof gallon, that is 70cts per 
proof gallon, or on the basis of Mr. Corby’s 
calculation a net protection of over $2.10 
on the product of one bushel of corn when 
converted into spirits, and that the cost of 
manufacture probably ¢oes not exceed 25 
cents per bushel as an honorable Senator 
stated he could make whiskey out of corn 
for 7% centsa gallon, The farmer on 
the other hand must raise or produce his 
cattle, and aiter the expenditure of much 
time and labor, receives a protection of 
30 per cent on imported cattle, of 3 cents 
per pound on fresh beef, and 2 cents per 
Ib. on salt and beefin barrels. The de- 
gree of protection is manifestly greatly in 
favor of the distiller. Not only so, but 
the refuse corn being good for fattening 
purposes, the distiller becomes a formid- 
able rival of the farmer in the production 
of beef, Inthis capacity a few distillers 
receive nearly as much protection as do 
the farmers of the Province collectively. 


In consequence of the refusal of the 
government to make a feir attempt to se- 
cure Reciprocity, their policy enables the 
distiller to obtain ar. additional advantage 
over the farmer. Finding it necessary 
add twenty bushels of rye to each 
bushels of corn used in the manufacture 
of spirils,—the distiller is compelled to 
purchase tnisgrain. In the New York 
market reports, published in the Empire, 
on nomination day, rye is quoted at 81 to 
Sdcts. The Canadian farmer being unable 
to take advantage of these prices 1s com- 
pelled to accept the prices fixed by the 
distiller which was stated by Mr. Corby 
to be 45 cents per bushel, that is 35 to 40 
cents less than the fresent ruling price in 
the markets of New York. The farmer 
thus incurs a loss of 35 cents per bushel 
on 1,481,450 bushels of rye, required by 
the distiller to mix with the corn imported 
during the period named, amounting to 
518,507.50. The distiller is enabled to 
retain this amonat in his own pocket. 

It annot be claimed that, with the ex- 
ception of the amount received for the 
40,849 gallons of spirits exported, the 
manufacturer of spirits has not added even 
one dollar to the material wealth of the 
country. This industry merely serves as 
a means of collecting an enormous sum 
of money from the pockets of one class of 
our fellow citizens, paying a large per- 
centage by way of excise dnty to the 
government, a small proportion to his ein- 
pluyees, the balance, a handsome one, 
remaining with the distiller. The com 
imported during these five years ought to 
yield 2¢ B, 87 proof gallons of spirit 
of which 4 ,849-30 gallons were exported 
leaving 20,292,777-7 gallons for home 
consumption. The prices at which this is 
sold to the dealer isa trade secret. It is 
understood, however, to be reduced by the 
addition of water to the strength of 20 or 
25 per cent below proof and the mixture 
thus formed retailed at $2.00 per gallon. 
Treated in this manner the quantity 
amounts in round numbers to 27,009,000 
gallons for which the retailer 
receives from the consumer $54,000,000, 
pays the distiller $40,000,000. The distiller 

ys the Government an excise duty of 
over $26,000,000, leaving in his hands a 
balance of nearly $14,000,000. These 
figures do not represent the entire amount 
of spirits manufactured in Canada during 
the period mentioned. The Hon. Robe rt 
Read says (Debates of Senate Vol. I 1890, 
page 7% “There are nine distillers in 
this country and three of these manufac- 
ture malt whisky,” “they are ll immensely 
rich,” “they have got the thing nicely man- 
aged,’ “anyone commencing is handicap- 
ped by the law.” Mr, Corby says :—“‘Nor

“Phat the industries of the two countries 
may not be unnecessafily disturbed by 
any sudden change in the fiscal policy of 
either country, nor the revenues of either 
country suffer by a too rapid or radical 
change in the laws governing the opera- 
tion of this bill, itis hereby enacted that 
the President of the United States shall 
appoint commissioners who, in connecticn 
with like commissioners appointed by the 
Government ofthe Dominion of Canada, 
shall mutually agree upon « given number 
of articles, embracing all or any part of 
the principal articles now purchased by 
each country from the other, being the 
growth and product of the respective 
countries and which are now dutiable by 
the country purchasing the same. 
When the articles thus mutually 
agreed upon by the said eommissioners

But the answer to this is that the 
nierchants, traders and bankers of the 
United States under the existing trade 
relations between the two countries, as a 
matter of course prefer their own people 
and their own arteries of commerce, where- 
as if this iron wall were knocked down, 
trade would find its natural and true outlet 
to the sea, whieh would be by the ntiliza- 
tion of our railways and water navigation, 


It is like making water run up hill, it can ‘ 


be done by artificial means, and this is the 
present mode with trade. 

When this time comes, our assets, at 
least that portion to which I refer, would 
become valuable and would do something 
more than pay the interest upon the prin- 
cipal, whereas now some do not pay the 
running expenses. I don't think, sir, you 
can point out an American arterial road to 
the sea in like circumstances.

“Does that mean that anybody who fs so 
minded can become a hypnotizer!” 

“Yos, ~T firmly bélioye that if is possible 
for every himanh being to ase this influence 
on others, but those aro naturally more ac 
cessful who have most electricity or magne. 
tism in’thelr system,” 

“And can anybody boa subject! Could 
you, for instance, hypnotize me at this mo- 
mentl Not, mind you, that I would like 
you to do so,” I added, and. tried to sit 
rather more backin theoak armchairopposite 
to the pleasant-spoken exponent of hypno- 
tism, 

He smiled and sald; “Yes, [think Icould, 
Of course the science is still too new to have 
enabled us to collect many statistics, but the 
fact has been ascertained, by those who are 
, giving their whole timeé and skill to it, that 

53.7 per cent. can be put into a lethargic 
sleep.by means of hypnotism,” 

“Ts hypnotism notHing but the lethargic 
sleep which Sometimes naturally falls upon 
people?” 

“Let me explain. There are three different 
stages of hypnotic sleep. The first of these 
is the Jethargic sloop. The following is the 
imdst common form of inducing it, We place 
the patient in a chiair, and from the ceiling, 
just in front of her, a little gilt globe is sus 
pended by # cprd, just ike you see them on 
Christmas trees. The ball is kept rapidly 
twirling, and the patient is told to keep her 
eyes steadily on it. She does this for some 
minutes, till the accommodation ‘muscles of 
the eyes get very tired. Some patients be- 
gin to squint dreadfully, Then we close her - 
eyes, pass thie hand down in front of her face, 
and she is asleep, Sometimes instead of the 
ball they use at the Charite at Paris where I 
haye studied and practised under Dr, Luys 
for over a year, a small mirror shaped like a 
cocked hat, such as the French use for 
catching larks. It is curious that the pati- 
ent has pleasant dreams when the ball is 
gies or when a yellowlight is reflected in 
the mirror, and bad and eyil dreants when 
the ball or the light are blue.” 

‘Pardon the interruption, but why do you 
always speak of your patient as ‘she’. Are 
women better subjects for bypnotizers than 
menf{” 

“No; sex makes little or no difference, It 
is only a matter of habit. Dr. Wertheim of 
Nantes holds that hypnotism is ineffective on 
children and old people; but I cannot agree 
with him there, for bhave had cases of’ chil- 
dren which have been very successful indeed, 
and I believe that between the ages 7 and 12 
they are very susceptible. Take, for instance, 
a case of infantile paralysis I have recently 
had here in London. The boy was 13 years 
old, and his left arm had been paralyzed 
He was also mentally yery 
backward, and had only reached the second 
standard at the Board school. Well, after I 
had him under my care for a month he could 
use his arm and hold a cup in his band, 
which he had never in his life been able to 
do. The parents told me that mentally ho 
was also much brighter, and in the teacher's 
opinion was ‘enormously improved.’ Ido not 
profess that the cure is perfect, for I have 
not been able to lengthen the arm, which, 
like all paralyzed limbs, was shrivelled up. 
But the lad has the use of his hand and arm, 
and can now earn a living when he gets 
older. I could give you numbers of such 
cases, all of which are well authenticated, 
and of which you can have the names and 
addresses,” 

“But now, Dr. Vores, to return to the 
various forms of hypnotic sleep. What is tho 
object of putting a patient into this lethargic 
state?” 

“You can perform operations on the pati- 
ent—draw teeth, etc., without administering 
anmsthetic, and without causing pain. You 
know that it is dangerous to give chloroform 
or gas to people with a weak or diseascd 
heart. This danger is avoided by hynoptiz- 

ing a person. 


| 


“The next stage of hpnotic sleep," continu- 
ed Dr. Vores, “‘is the cataleptic state. A pati- 
ent is putinto itif, after putting her into the 
lethargic sleop, the hypnotizer opens her eyes, 
She does not awake, but the light that falls 
into her eyes brings about the cataleptic state, 
during which the body becomes perfectly stuf 
You can then mnake the patient pose just as 
you like. If youmake him stand up, put his 
arms and feet and body in any position you 
Ike; fix his eyes on any point in the ceiling or 
room, he will remain for hours just as you 
place him, nevor moving, and not once blink- 
ing or turning his eyes from the point on 
which you told him to fis them.” 

“This le perfectly hwribie. What is the 


good of it?

A WITNESS MISSING. 
Partioulars of tho Arrest of Suspected 
Murderer Goodwin, 

Orrawa, March 8.—Georgo Goodwin, 
whose arrest for the murdey of old Richard 
Langford in his barn in Huntley 
township on Dec, 7 last was telegraphed 
Friday, was yesterday remanded for a 
week. Goodwin affects almost complete 
forgetfulness as to his whereabouts during 
the first and second weeks in December. 
‘You know a poor follow like mo,” he said, 
“who wanders ull over the country without 
a home isinso many different places in a 
week or two that he can't always remember 
where he was at any particular time.” His 
last place of employment, he says, was at 
Hagarside, a small station on the C.P.R. 
above Mattawa, Goodwin says that having 
left Hagarside he took the cars down to 
Arnprior, and yesterday morning hired a 
horse and cutter there to drive to Bristol 
Corners on the opposite side of the Ottawa, 
According to his own story he lost the road, 
however, and found himself on the way to 
Ottawa. 

An unwilling witness at the Langford 
murder inquest was Robert Cassells, whose 
house was searched the night after the mur- 
der. Most reluctantly he admitted that 
Goodwin had spent the night at his house, 
and in the course of his evidence told how 
next morning he ordered Goodwin to go 
away and never be seen around his house 
again. Robert Ciseells, if reports be true, 
will never testify in court again; for early 
in January he disappeared from Sharbot 
Lake, and is said to have suicided by throw- 
ing himself into the river. No trace of the 
body has been discovere!, and the only evi- 
dence of the supposed self-murder was the 
finding of a bundle of his clothes on the ice, 
aud the report that he was seen going in the 
direction of the river, aud was never seen or 
heard of after.

EATEN BY DOGS. 


An Awful Double Butchery in Tours, 
France, 

Panis, March 8.—Tbe story of a terrible 
double murder comes from Tours. About 0 
week ago a wealthy aged couple named Dal. 
homais, residing in that city, mysteriously 
disappeared and their neighbors, thinking 
there was something wrong, notified the 
police, who forced the doors of the old 
couple's house, when the discovery was made 
thata horrible crime had been committed. 
Both the man and his wife had been brutally 
murdered and the house stripped of every- 
thing of value that could be conveniently 
carried away, The bodies of the aged vic 
tims presented a ghastly appearance, the 
household dogs having been driven by hunger 
to feed upon the corpses, large portions of 
which bad been devoured by the animals. 
No arrests Lave as yet been made.

Seeing a train approaching they left 
the track they were walking on and step- 
ped on the other track to allow the train to 
pass. They were totally unconscious of a 
train from the opposite direction “coming 
up behind them although the engineer 
whistled several times no attention was 
paid to the warning and the breaks were 
puton, There being adown grade at this 
point it was impossible to bring the train 
to a sudden stop before the victims of the 
disaster were hurled into Zeternity, The 
accident Was reported at Marysville and 
an engine run out to the scene of the 
disaster 
found to be dead. One had both legs 

broken above the ankles and the other had 

his neck broken, besides both being dread- 

fully mangled. The sight is reported as 
being simply horrible. Strange to say a 
silver watch found on one of the men was 
still running. The other had a heavy gold 
ring on his finger and in his pocket a bottle 
of whiskey, This may account for their 
indifference when a train was running them 
down.

The Cunnrder Catalonia in Collision tv

interests of the seal fisheries give to the 
United States Government any right for the

it confers upon any maritime powers rights

In the House. 

TOKONTO, March 11,—Tho Logisliture met 
yesterday to resume the business interrupted 
by tho Dominion elections, 

Mr, Joseph Tait, in rising to move the ad- 
dross in reply to the Speech from the Throne, 
affected to be embarrassed and prayed for 
the indulgence usually gravted a new mom- 
ber, To make the indulgence certain he 
showered compliments on the Lieutenant- 
Governor, the Government and the Opposi- 
tion, ° 

After reforring with regrot to the death of 
J. B. Freeman of North Norfolk, te whose 
worth he paid a graceful tribute, Mr. Tait 
took the clausos in the speoch, 

It was gratifying to know that arrange 
menté bad been made for settling the long 
pending disputes betwoon the Province and 
the Dominion, Ontario's past experience 
in such disputes was presumptive evidence 
of hor success in this, Municipalition in- 
terested in the Land Improvoment Fund 

would be glad to know that tho attitude of 
the Quebec Government would not interfere 
with them being paid tho money due to 
them. The Provincial Board of Health 
deserved thanks for dissominating informa- 
tion regarding sanitation and hygiene. As 
An example of its work, Mr. Tait noted tho 
decrease in that loathsome disease, smallpox. 
In 1874 there were 200 doaths; in 1885, 21 
deaths in 7 counties; in 1886, 3 deaths in 4 
counties; in 1887, no deaths; in 1488, 3 deaths 
from the disease contracted in Buffalo; in 
1889, 13 deaths from disease contracted in the 
same place, and in 1890 there were no deaths. 
The House should do all it could even to 
improve the efficiency of the Board, 

The mining regulations were next touched 
upon, but Mr, Tait was cautious. Of course 
much might be done by wise legislation to 
develop the mines, especially the nickel 
mives, and much might be done by unwise 
legislation to minimize the yaluo of the great 
inheritance, ete, Mr. Tait was strong on 
this one point, that no legislation regarding 
tines could be considered or carried which 
would be an additional burden tothe tax- 
payer, 

Regarding education, Mr, Tait remarked 
that the eloctions in Hamilton and North 
Bruce proved not only the death of all racial 
and religious feelings but the burial 
of them 50 fathoms deep. Compul- 
sory attendance at schools had caused 
great discussion in the United States, 
It would seem that compulsory education 
led to the providing by the state of free 
text books. Many parents were actually 
unable to buy books and therefore it would 
be a mockery to enact the one and not make 
provision for the other, Free school books 
Were necessary if compulsory education were 
adopted. 

Aftor expressing the belief that the session 
would be short and business-like he moved 
that an address of thanks be presented to the 
Lioutenant-Governor for the gracious speech 
ho was pleased to deliver to the Assembly, 

Mr. J. T. Garrow seconded the address and 
succeeded in rousing a storm by his references 
to the local elections. The leader of the 
Opposition was a foe worthy of apy one's 
steel, able to lead his cohorts well and to 
make the attack as severe as the occasion 
might require. Yet Mr. Garrow hoped the 
last bad Leon heard of Mr. Meredith’s recent 
mode of warfare, the last of an attempt to 
carry on 4 party on principles of race and 
creed. [Applause.) He spoke sincerely and 
was ashamed to think that they 
were raising those dead issues for the 
evil pu:poses of power. He implored 
them to take up any other honest issue, He 
assured Mr," Meredith that many Catholics in 
West Huron had been driven out of the Con- 
servative ranks, The Liberal party ap- 
pealwd to higher issues, and when they could 
not secure men except by such issues they 
would resign. 

Coming to the points in the speech from 
the throne, he hoped with regard to agricul- 
ture that what had been done for cheese- 
making mightalso be done'for butter-making. 
He hoped in time to see more than one agri- 
cultural college or institute for teaching the 
scientific principles of farming. Prison reform 
could not be discussed without gthe report, 
but from the evidence it was apparent that 
provision must be make for a better classiti- 
cation of prisoners and that the extension of 
relief to the indigent must be considered, 
From his experience in the Huron County 
Council he believed the Government would 
Le supported in any effort in the direction of 
making the care of the poor more stringent. 
He seconded the address. 

Mr. Meredith said that Mr, Tait had claimed 
the indulgence extendel to new members, 
but he was under the impression that Mr. 
Tuit’s voice had been heard from the wilds of 
Algoma to the flowery city of Rochester, 
(Laughter.] Mr, Tait’s modesty was very 
great when he claimed indulgence as a now 
member, (Laughter.) 

Regarding the mining lands Mr. Meredith 
said the Government had appointed 
a Fish and Game Commission and 
a Prison Reform Commission, If the 
Mining Commission which the Opposition 
bad urged had been granted instead of the 
others the result would have been more 
it wasin the interest of the 
province that a commission on mines should 
be appointed in order that the province 
might understand the extent of its capital 
aud what it could depend upon for its future 
expenditure. The withdrawal of the nickel 
lands froin sale was wiss, but it should have 
been done sooner, It was reported that the 
great bulk of the nickel lands was already in 
the hands of speculators. He did not know 
What proposition the Government had to 
make, but if it was on the lines of increas- 
ing the revonueto the privince it would 
have his hearty support,

LOOAL PHYSICIANS ‘DESPONDENT AS 
TO ITS CURATIVE VALUB, 


An Agonoy Through Which Dr Kooh, no 
Doubt Aapired to International Fame 
—It Will no Doubt bo Dismissed From 
the Bollovillo Hospital 

Sin—The following extracts from an 
editorial in the Montreal Me tical Journal 
for March may be of public interest } As 
experience accumulates relative to the 
Paine of Kochine, it is becoming ¢ lear that 
it is far from being either an agent useful 
for diagnostic purposes oF for the cure of 
either local or general tuberculosis. 

Numerous cases have been recorded 
where it had worked mise hief, Prof, 
Drasche, of Vienna, recently exhibited a 
patient with tuberculosis of the tongue, 
before the Society of Physicians of that 
city, after several weeks treatment, the 
only change noticeable was & marked BK 
tension of the infiltration, Ifany form o} 
local tuberculous disease 1s amenable to 
this treatment, we should think such would 
be a case of tuberculosis of the tongue. 

Prof, Drasche referred co the results in 
the treatment of twenty-two cases of pule 
monary tuberculosis under his care. In . 
few cases in the early stages symptoms of 
improvement were noted, Insome on the 
other hand, there was a decided change 
for the worse, setting in so prom auy after 
the injection as to unfortunately leave but 
little room for doupt as to the cause, In 
the advanced cases, without exception the 
symptoms both general and local, became 
more marked, Dr. Drasche has good rete 
sons therefore, for concluding that Kochine 
js not a cure for phthisis in either its ad 
vanced or primary stages. 

Bouret and Jeamel describe a case of 
quiescent tuberculosis of the right lung 
in aman, aged 22, which, after a single 
injection of the fluid, was followed by 
severe and re peated hemoptyss, death

Dr. R. Le MacDonnell, Professor of 
clinical. medicine, McGill University, 
states that unless care is taken the Koch 
treatment would develop into a form of 
cruel quackery.

Mr. Mowat said that there wore mombers 
without portfolfos in the cabinets of Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, Prince Edward 
Island and Quobec. It was therofore in ac 
cordance with constitutional usage in Canada. 
Mr. Meredith found fault with the 
number of Jawyers in the Cabinet. Ap- 
pointing a member to the Cabinet without a 
portfolio was objectionable in principle, 
Some of the reasons advanced for the change 
might be correct, but the paramount reason 
was that the influence of a Minister might be 
oxerelsed in the election. The appointment 
of tho member for Ottawa, Mr. Bronson, 
was highly objectionable on public grounds, 
Anyone having a contract with the Govern- 
ment should be excluded from the House. 
Mr. Bronson was the holder of timber licon- 
ces under the Government, and therefore 
should be disqualified from sitting. The 
appointment was highly improper, espe- 
cially as the reason advanced for 


it was that the Government would! 


havo the benefit of his advica on 
matters relating to timber limits. Mr. 
Bronson represented the timber interest in 
the Cabinet, and from that interest camo one- 
third of the reveoue of the province. His 
duty as an adviser of the Crown and his in- 
terests as a business man would conflict. The 
appointment was unfortunate and ought not 
tohave been made. Was it fair that Mr. 
Bronson stiould be called upon to adviso the 
Crown on a matterin which perhaps bis 
whole capital was invested? The appoint- 
ment, Mr. Meredith repeated, was a most un- 
fortunate one. 

Mr. Meredith then turned his attention to 
the appointment of Mr. Dryden as Minister 
of Agriculture and condemned his interfer 
ence in the recent Dominion elections. It was 
highly desirable toavoid introducing party 
pelitics into questions of agriculture, Mr. 
Drury did not do so when he was Minister. 
Surely it was not right to pitthe agricultural 
Interests of the Province against those of the 
Dominion. The interests of the Province 
could bs better served by showing the farm- 
ers their glorious future rather than by be- 
littliog it. Energy and hope must back the 
capital of any country, and he trusted tho 
Minister would not try to destroy that 
energy and hope. 

Mr. Fraser said that Mr. Meredith had 
criticised the Government as a Government 
of lawyers. Did he mean that a government 
of lawyers would be less honest than avy, 
other? Did he intend to convey the impres- 
sion that his own profession could not be en* 
trusted with public affairs? If so, he was 
casting a reflection on his own profession 
and besmnircbing his own professional 
brethren.

Gentlemen,—I desire to return you my 
most sincere thanks lor the generous son

Although 
the result of the contest is notin all res 
yects such as I could have desired, enough 
has been achieved to justify high hopes 
for the future, and to amply warrant my 
prediction that at the very worst all the 
liberal party bad to fear was a temporary 
check, As some of you, looking merely at 
the numerical results, may not fully come~ 
prehend the magnitude of the side which 
we have made towards freeing ourselves 
from the malign influence of the organized 
system of corruption (misnamed govern- 
ment) under which we have been suffer 
ing so many years, | have though it well 
opportunity of pomting out

how greatly our position has been im- 
proved as Compared with that we have 
Ritherto occupied. For the first time 


Jee 1874 we have gained thetwo central 


provinces of this dominion, and we have 
gained them upon a clear and distinct 
issue in the teeth of en absolutely unlimit- 
ed expenditure of money, and of every 
other engine of corruption which a reck- 
less and utterly unscrupulous administra- 
tion was able to bring to bear backed by 
a gross abuse of the prerogative—by a 
gerrymander act, which, as you well 
know cost at least cight constituencies in 
the province of Ontario, and bya franchise 
bill which not only deprived an entire 
eight part of the population of their right 
to vote, but which leita whole horde of 
absentees upon the voters’ roll under cite 
cumstances which veryyravely handicapp- 
ed our party in many constituencies. 

In spite of these influences and of the 
resort on the part of the premier and his 
colleagues to a series of slanderous attac ks 
on their opponents of the smallest and 
most contemptible description Ontario and 
QOnebec have done their duty nobly and in 
a manner which warrants me in saying that 
no leader with such a homogeneous phat- 
anx at his back—in whose ranks, as far as 
L know not one single coward or traitor 
finds place—need feel any doubt of speed- 
ily defeating a far stronger combination 
than that which now confronts us. 

Our opponents array on the other hand 
ig most literally a thing of shreds and 
patches, made up of ragged remnants from 
half a dozen minor provinces, the great 
majority of whom do not even pretend to 
be acuiated by any principle save that of 
securing a yood slice of booty for them- 
selves and the sections or constituencies 
they respectively represent, and who know 
besides that popular feeling in those very 
provinces is strongly and distinctly in favor 
of our policy, though actual cash in hand 
or in the shape of railway subsidies has 
proved too much for the virtue of a major- 
ity of the voting population in many in- 
stances. 

It goes without saying that these motley 
forces, held together by the cohesive power | 
of plunder and by that alone, are wholly 
inferior in quality and in staying power to 
the men who compose the existing liberal 
party, and even in the calmest and least 
troubled times are certain to be exceeding- 
ly difficult to keep in hand and to stand in 
need of constant and heavy refreshers 
whenever their services are most particu- 
larly required. :

For our- 
selves, strong in our own convictions and | 
fortified by the verdict of the two chief 
provinces of the Dominion our course 
is clear. We propose to pursue without 
wavering the line of policy marked 
out in the successive debates and resolu- | 
tion already thrice recorded in parliament | 
on the question of free trade with the rest , 


of this continent. Weare neither blind 
nor indifferent to the difficulties on the 
financial side of the subject which twelve 


years of gross mismanagement and corrup- 
tion having imported into the settlement 
of this great issue, and with these we are | 
prepared to grapple when the time comes, | 
but we see still more clearly that this is 
pre-eminently a case in which the difficulty 
of standing still and of seeing our country 
drift helpless into financial and political 
ruin is infinitely more to be feared than 
any temporary fiscal embarrassment, and 
alsc, that it is our plain duty to select the 
most feasible method of extricoting our- 
celves from our present position without 
conjuring up idle vision of obstacles which | 
may never occur, or accepting loose and 
hap-hazard calculations of possible loss of 
revenue, made in complete ignorance of | 
the data on which alone any reliable esti 

mates can be framed. Two things at least

bis marriage, 

By the death of Mowery the young wife 
aud bur girl baby were jeft without means 
of support, so sho returued to her father's 
house and sought employmout, but long 
without avail, 

Finally, through sheer necessity, she says, 
shu applied for appuintwent at a detective 
agency oo Washiugtou-street, 

Being young, attractive aod intelligent 
sho \ras ouployed ou condition that she go 
to Wapaca, Wis., and “pipe” or shadow 
Hubert Secor, then their agent at that place, 
and whom, it would seen, she had not inet, 
‘The salary was to be $3 4 day.

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THE BIG GAME OF AMERICA, 


& Interesting Chapter on Grizsiios by 
Rev. Dr. Rainsford, of New York. 
Dr. Rainsford is #9 well-known au autbor- 
ity in tho matter of big game that whea G.O, 
Shields (Coquince) got up his recent book on 
“The Big Game of America’ he called upou 
the rector of St, George's to contribute an 
article on the grizzly bear, which Dr. Rains 
ford did, and in it he told how he potted the 
big bear whose skin adorns the sofa in his 
peaceful study. He describes the adventure 
In this way: 
‘In the course of four or flve days IL doter- 
mined to visit the carcass (of the elk) and sit 
by it ju the evening, hoping to kill a bear, 
‘The olk lay, as Isay, in thick timber. Ttwas 
between 5 and 6 in the afternoon when I got 
within balf a mile of the spot. We picketed 
the horses and approached the carcass care: 
fully. * When within fifty yards I saw the 
signs of a good-sized bear. 
The earth and the stones and the roots 
had been all torn up, and it was evident that 
Ephraim was preparing a cache in which to 
feorets his find. The signs were fresh, and 1 
knew that in all probability the bear lay close 
to the carcass. The timber was so dense that 
when within twenty feet of the elk I could 
see nothing. And here we reaped the advau- 
tage of having blazed the trail. No matter 
how carefully the position where the elk Jay 
had beon marked, it would not have Leen 
posible, without the blaze on the trees, to 
note the exact spot, and almost certainly our 
game would have been scared from the car- 


cass. 

“A few feet more, and through the brush 
Tsawa great mound of earth. We measured 
itafterward, It was more than 12 feet long 
and over 5 fect high, logs and stones, all 
piled on top of the carcass. I had scarcely 
time to note this before there was a rush in 
the underbrush, and the head and shoulders 
of an old grizzly appeared within a few feot 
of my face. 

“He had been dozing beside the carcass, 
and hearing, when I was very close, my 
cautious footstep, he rushed forward to see 
who was threatening his prize, It was us 
impossible for him to see us as for us to soe 
him till we were within a few feot, of each 
other. Had the bear rushed straight on I do 
not think I would have had time to shoot; 
but that is what a grizzly does not do, what- 
ever mon may say. 

“He, like all his kind, reared up for a mo- 
ment, to have a better look at us; and scarce- 
ly waiting to put my rifle to my shoulder, [ 
gave him a line shot about eight inches below 
his nose. He sunk down, deadas a stone, I 
never saw 4 live grizzly so close before—the 
hair was fairly singed by my powdor-—and I 

certainly have no desire to see one closer. 
This habit of rearing up gives the hunter, if 
he be at all cool and his rifle good, all the 
chance that he can require in his favor. 

“Another curious thing about this splen- 
did animal, is that, except when close to his 
enemy, he almost always falls when shot. 
even though the wound received may not be 
fatal. He falls and roars when the bullet 
strikes him, and thus increases the odds 
against himself, This bear, the last I have 


“killed, hud an unngually fine coat,

The literature of a 
nation decides the fate of a nation, Good 
books, good morals. Bad books, bad morals 

In the possession of these dealers in bad 
literature were found nine hundred thous- 
and names and post office addresses to 
whom it was thought it might be pro 
fitable to send these corrupt things. In 
the year 1873 there were hun- 
dred and sixty-five establishments en- 
gaged in publishing cheap, corrupt litera 
ture. From one publishing house there 
went out twenty different styles of corrupt 
books. Although over thirty tons of vile 
literature bave been destroyed by the So- 
ciety for the Suppression of Vice, still there 
is enough of it left in this country to bring 
down npon us the thunderbolts of an in- 
censed God. 


In the year 1868 the evil had become so 
greatin this country that the Congress of 
the United States passed a law forbidding 
the transmission of bad literature Sheotch 
the United States mails, but thefe were 
large loops in that Jaw through “which 
criminals might aa out, and the law 
was « dead failure—that law of 1868. But 
in 1573 another law was passed by the Con- 
gress of the United States against the trans- 
mission of corrupt literature through the 
mails—a grand law, a potent law, a Chris

Another way in which we shall fight 
back this corrupt literature and kill the 
frogs of Egypt is by rolling over them the 
Christain printing press, which shall give 
plenty of healthful reading to all adults. 
All these men and women are reading men 
aod women What are you reading! 
Abstain from all those books which, while 
they had some good things about them, 
have also an admixture of evil. You have 
read books that had two eclemeuts in them 
-the good and the bad. Which stuck to 
you! The bad! The heart of most peo- 
ple is like a sieve, which lets the small 
particles of gold fall through, but keeps 
(he great cinders. Once in a while there is 
a mind like a loadstono, which, plunged 
amid steel and brass filings, gathers up the 
steel and repels the brass. But it is generally 
just the opposite. If you attempt to plunge 
through a fence of burrs to get one blac 
berry, you will get more burrs than black- 
berries.

BURNED TO DEATHI, 


Doatruotion of a Tonnessoo Insane Asylum 
~—Six of the Inmatos Perish —Dis 
astrous Fire jo syracuse 

NasnviLie, Tenn., March 15,—Tho beautl- 
ful Contral Insane Aaylam, soyon miles from 
this olty, is almost 4 mass of rulos this morn- 
ing, and beneath itare tho charred bodlos 
of half a dozen of the unfortunate inmates; 
in the outhouses noar by are huddled the 
poor demented oroaturos who found an asy- 
lum in the grand structure now lald 
in ashos; and on the lawn the long, parchod 
trees, denuded of branch and foliage, stand, 
tho spectral trunks, with gaunt, outstretched 
arms marking the spot whore stood the mas- 
alvo building, one of the wnost beautiful aod 
attractive spota in Middle Tonnesseo, 

Tho fire broke out at 10.15, but before ald 
arrived from the city at 2.15 the wost wing 
haa boon destroyed with tho inmates:

AtB,15 the flames were subdued, the lua- 
atics who had tem. huddled for several 
hours in the yard in frout of the main build- 
ing were returned to the east wing. About 
% had escaped, the majority of whom wero 
harmless, Tho dangerous lunatics wore kopt 
locked all the timo in the east wing and none 
of them were subjected to oxpose 
during the progress of the flames. 

The Saline City Fire-Swopt. 

Syracuse, March 15.—Tho most disastrous 
fire that Syracuse has ever known took place 
yostorday, It originated in Heir & Lighton’s 
clgar manufactory at 253 Wost Fayette- 
streot,in tho Hogan block. It instantly 
spread to tho atore of M. P. Walsh, bardware, 
and Cabill Bros.’ bakery in the same block, 
It was but a short gpace of timo after the 
breaking out of the flimes in the cigar store 
before the old Daniel O'Keef United States 
Hotel at the corner of East Fayette and 
Franklin-streets was being licked up. The 
Hogun block was six stories high, with man- 

sard front, The United States Hotel was 
but two stories in height and built of brick. 
It was one of the landmarks of the city. 
From the Hogan block the flames leaped 
across the street, catching the O,good V. 
Tracy block, Simultaneously it caught in the 
blocks on the east, the Newell block coming 
next, the Tracy and the Fay building ad- 
joining the Newell block then took fir 

‘The Ayres block aud the Seneca hotel, to- 
gether with numerous business houses, were 
als» destroyed, 

At 7.35 auothor fire broke out which burn- 
ed flerce.y until 2.80 p.m., the buildings de- 
stroyed being The Journal office, the Cook 
block, ths Montgomery flats, one of the 
handsomest blocks in tho city, six stories in 
height, with mansard roof, By o'clock it 
sov'ned as though the whole city would burn 
up. The wind blew like a hurricane, carry- 
ing flanios and sparks far and wide, 

By the tirst fire 10 blocks were leveled at 
West Fayette and Frauklin-streets: by the 
second, three blocks, oue of which covered 
half the square—the Yates block—nand one 
residence. Over ten families were burned 
Outin fats above stores, Four resideuces

Dr. Ludwig Winthorst was bora January 17, 
1812, at Kuldvnhof, inthe Province of Asnabrueck, 
Hanover. His parents were of the agricultural 
class and were devout Catholics, In 1549 he be- 
camea momber of the Second Chamber of the 
Hungarino Diet, and wasa leader thereln. Late 
in 1865 he became Chief Syndic of the Crown in 
Celle, When Hanover was forced to yleld to the 
inevitable and to become in 1838. part of Prus- 
sia ft was Wiodthorst who conducted the nego- 
dations with Prince Bismarck concerning the 
compensation to be imade to tue King of the little 
State for quistly giving up his throne, 

In 1807 he becaine a member of the Prussian 
House of Deputies and the North German Reich- 
Stag, but the most signal incident of those years 
was his participation in 1869 in the lay-congress 
at Berlin, the purpose of which was to oppose the 
doctrinw of papal infallibility.

TERRIBLE BUTCHERY IN A NEW OR- 
LEANS JAIL 


Mafia Sudeonly 
Inated—Tbree Hanged, Hight Shot 
Public Sentiment in Le 


isiann's Big 

City Sustains the Summary Action of 

the Mob 

New ORLEANS, March 15,—The jury In the 
case of nino Italians on trial for tho murder 
of Chief of Police Honnessy rendered a yer- 
dict Friday evening acquitting six of the 
accused and failing to ngreo as to tho other 
three, 

The papors last ovening wore all emphatic 
in their donuuciation of the verdict in the 
Honnossy case, and The States did not hosl- 
tuto to declare that the jury bad been bribed 
and that the authorities must find out who 
did tho bribing 

‘The trial lasted 25 days, and though tho 
evidence seemed conclusive the jury, cur- 
rently charged with having beon tampered 
with, failed to convict, 

Last night a body of cool-hoaded mon, 
lawyers, doctors, merchants and political 
leaders, all persons of influence and social 
standing, quietly met and deoided that some 
action must be taken and the poople’s © jus- 
tice, swift and sure, visited upon those whom 
the jury had noglected to punish, This 
morning @ call fora mass moecting at Clay 
Square, ;in Canal-street, appeared in the 
papers, which editorially deprecated vio- 
lence, The significant closing sentence of 
tho call was; Come prepared for action.” 

About 10 o'clock citizens began gathering 
at the Clay statue and the crowd soon num- 
bered 8000 men. They were quiet but de- 
termined, A large proportion wore the lead 
ing people of the town. There were three 
addresses, short and pithy and business-like. 
Each of the speakers said thore had been a 
great mass meoting months before, which 
had mot quietly and dispersed poncefully, wo 
that the law might take its course. ‘The law 
had failed. The timo to act had come. 
W. 8. Parkerson, tho leader, isa prominent 
lawyer here, the president of the Southern 
Athletic Club, Walter D. Denoger, another 
of the speakers, {sone of the leadurs of the 
New Orleans bar; John C. Wickliffe, also a 
prominent attorney, and James D. Houston, 
one of the foremost men of the state. 

After denouncing Detective O’Mally, who 
is supposed to have tampered with the jury, 
the speakers announced that they would lead 
the way to the parish prison, Mr. Wickliffe 
concluding with these words: ‘Shall the exe- 
crable Mafla be allowed to flourish in this 
city! Shall the Mafia be allowed to cut 
down our citizens on public streets by foul 
Means of assassination! Shall the Mafia be 
allowed to bribe jurors to let murderers go 
,cot free? 

“Get Your Guns!” 

Some one yeiled “Shall we get guns?” 
“Yes, get your guns,” said Parkerson, Amid 
cheers the crowd tramped toward the prison 
along Canal and Rampart-streets, many 
arming themselves on the way. The crowd 
meantime was added to by hundreds of 
merchants and others, When the jail was 
Teached the wooden door was broken in. 
Two men in the door prevented anyone en- 
tering except those who carried guns, avd 
the intruders rusied into the lobby and de- 
manded of the custodian the keys of the 
gates, which were quickly given up. 

When apprised of the approacbing mob the 
prison officials transferred the Italians to the 
female departinent up-stairs, The crowd 
vroceeded thither. As they reached the 
landing the assassins fled down at the other 
end and their pursuers followed, In fear and 
trembling they screamed for mercy. But 
the avengers were merciless and a deadly 
valu of bullets poured into the crouching 
tizgures, Gerachi,the closest man, was struck 
in the back of the head aud his body pitched 
forward and lay immovable ou the stone 
pavement. Romero fell to his knees with his 
face in his hands and in that position was 
shot to death. Monasterio aud James 
Curuso fell together under the fire of half a 
dozen guns, the leaden pellets 
entering their bodies and beads 
and the blood gushing “from the 
wounds. The bloody executiouers did their 
work Well, and bencath the continuing fire 
Cometex and Trabinia, two of the men who 
had uot been tried, but who were charged 
jointly with the other accused, fell together. 
‘Lbeir vodies were literally riddled with buck- 
shot, and they were stone dead almost before 
the fusilade was over. 

Slain in Their Cells, 

When the group of assassins was discoy- 
ered 6n the gallery, Macieca, Scoffedi and 
old man Marchesi separated from the other 
six and rau upstairs. Thither half a dozen 
men followed thom,and as the terror-strickep 
assassins ran into cells they were slain. Jo 
Macheca, who was charged. with being the 
urch-conspirator, was a short, fat mau and 
was summarily dealt with. He had his back 
turued when a shot struck bim immediately 
behind the car and bis death was inscautane- 
ous, ‘ihere was no blood irom the wound, 
and when the body was fouud the ear was 
Swollen soas to hide the wound, which the 
coroner had great diffic....y in locating.

tention. He did this tu forstall his own 
overthrow and check fora few years at 
least the rising ofa tide which will surely 
submerge him and his party. Sir John 
is essentially a tory, and consequently an 
opponentofthe United States and of 
more intimate relations between the two 
countries, His policy is to build Canada 
;up into a great aristocratic govérnment 
which will bea rival to and a check upon 
the relations with the mother country. In 
order to build up Canadian manufacturers 
and other interests he had enacted some 
yeasago. The Foster tariff had dis- 
criminated with the greatest stringency 
against the United States, They paid no 


attention to this, but wenton their way 
unconscernedly and a few years later 
passed the McKinley bill which is a most 
brastic measure in every way than the 


Foster bill and though it had no reference 
to Canada, yet it shut out Canadians 
from a very profitable market for their 
gricultural products, The Liberal party 
immediately raised the banner of unres- 
tricted reciprocity with the United States 
and as this struck the popular favor, Sir 
John resolved upon a bold stroke to 
head it off, and so raised the cry of loyalty 
to the old flag, old man and old party. 
Parliament had yet a year to live, Can- 
adian representatives are elected for five 
years but he exercised his prerogative, 
Disolved parliament and by false represen- 
tation to the GovernoreGeneral ordered a 
general clection. His object was to avail 
himself of the Tory majority while it was 
yet a majority and before it could be disin- 
tegrated by reciprocity to assure himself of 
a working majority in the House for an- 
other five years, The Canadian census 
will be taken this year. A re-appointment 
will follow. A great number of young 
Canadians who are disposed to liberal 
ideas will be enfranchised and if the elec- 
tion had been postponed until the legal 
death of the present parliament it 1s alto- 
gether likely the Vories would have been 
decisively overthrown.

Early lost evening the Utopia was soon 
steaming juto tho bay. in tho direction of 
tho anchorage, When abroast of the iron 
clad Anson the Utopia staggered as though 
unable to make headway against the terrible 
current, Suddenly the strong gale com- 
bined with tho current swopt tho ill-fated 
Yeusul across tho bows of the Anson and ina 
fooment her hull was pierced aud cut by the 
Fain of the ironclad, The Utopia, after pull 
ing clear of the ironclad, drifted aoout be- 
fore wind and soa. The rapid in-rush of 
water through the dentin her side caused 
hor to settle down in flve minutes from the 
Une of tho first impact. The Anson's boate 
wore lowered immediately, as were a'so boats 
fron the other vessels of the Britis Chan- 
hol squadron, the Swedish man-of-war Froya 
aud the cable ship Amboy. The fronclads 
turned their powerful electric search lights 
on the scono of the dinaster to assist the res- 
cuors On the shore the news sproad quick- 
{y, an enormous crowd svon gathored on the 
parade and great excitement prevailod Little 
could be soen, however, save the looming 
tulls of the men-of-war and the white rays 
of the search lights falling upou the foam- 
flecked crests of the waves and illuminating 
tho driving spindrift, Tho sbricks of the 
Utopia's passengers and crew could be plain- 
ly heard above tho roaring of the gale. The 
sou wot #0 hoavy that the boaw of the 
rescuers could not with safety up- 
proach the wreck, so they were com- 
pelled to lieto loeward, whero they picked 
up the people as they were swept from the 
decks, As the Utopia’s bows sottled a tor- 
riblo scone was witnessed from the boats 
Thos stillon board tho sinking steamer 

adeasudden rushen masse to the fore 
rigging, struggling for their lives aud vainly 
secking places of refuge, Twenty minutes 
later the forecastle was submerged anda 
luge number of persons gathered there, who 
had not dared to leap overboard with the 
hope of being rescued by the boats and who 
liad failed in their offorts to ascend the rig 
glog, were carried away by the waves, The 
rescuers, blinded by the wind and rain, saw 
nothing buta confused stri ling mass of 
huvion belugs entangled with wreckage, A 
steam pinnacle rescued all those who 
bad taken refuge inthe main rigging, but 
the last ones were not taken off until 11 
o'clock at night. They were so exlausted 
that they could do nothing for themselves, 
The blue jackets clambered into the shrouds 
and passed the helpless people to the rescuers 
in the beats, Both the British and the 
Swedish sailors did plucky and vigorous 
work, Yhilea steam pinnace belonging ty 
the British ironclad Immortalite was en- 
gaged in the work of rescue hor screw fouled 
and sbe became helpless and drifted on the 
rocks. In trying to save themselves two of 
Uie sailors aboard tbe pi) nace were drowned. 
Tio remainder were rescued. 

Scenus of Horror, 


The scene after the collision bas probably 
ever been before witnessed in the bistory of 
indrine disasters. On one sido was the sink- 
ing passenger ship crowded with about 700 
iminigrants, who filled the air with wild, 
horrible appeals for help and shrieks of 
terror as they saw death awaiting them 
iu tbe dark angry watersof the Bay of 
Gibraltar, Overhead the clouds rusted 
furiously, driven along by the strong south- 
west gale, which had been one of the causes 
of the calamity, Right and left of tus sink 
ing vessel were the two monster battle ships, 
tbe Rodney and the Anson, pouring tue

ELECTION FRAUDS, 


Before Sir John Macdonald made use 
of his position as Premierto make purity 
in politics in Canada an trridescent dream 
the returning officers were the sheriffs or 
registrars of the counties or ridings, men 
who, occuping comfortable positions for 
life, had generally dropped out of politics, 
“These gentlemen appointed as their 
deputies the smaller officials of the courts, 
“as the township clerks, schoolmasters 
and other persons holding public or semi- 
public positions, and elections were fairly 
and unpartially held. Iu those days also 
the voting lists were prepared by municipal 
officers, revised fairly and openly by men 
who know every name on the list, and this 
“revision took place yearly, Since Sir 
John Macdonald altered the election law 
and created the Dominion Franchise Act, 
all thishas been changed. The qualifica- 
tions necessary to every official connected 
with an election under the new regime, is 
that he shall be a partisan, instead of the 
reverse, and comparative if not perfect 
fairness has given place to cheating of the 
most ramp.nt and unblushing description, 
There is hardly a .close constituency in 
Ontario where a considerable 
number of Liberal votes have not been de- 
stroyed by the action of the deputy return- 
ing officers, who have failed in some man- 
ner to comply with the law. Even worse 
actions that these are being made plain by 
he recounts before the courts. In one 
ase it was found that nineteen Liberal 
ballots from emg polling sub-division, were 
illegal because y double mark numbers, ' 
the absence of the deputy returning offi- 
cer’s initials, and similar wlegalities. These 
ballots were perfectly legal when they were 
sealed up at the close of the polls, the! 
deputy having thrown out every ballot} 
about which there could be the slightest | 
doubt, as to which the Liberal agents pres- _ 
ent at the poll gave legal evidence. It was , 
brought out before the court that the dep- 
uty had piaced the parcel of ballots in his 
safe, which irresponsible persons had | 
access to, and wereable to open. The con- 
clusion to be drawa from this evidence the 
man being known as a bitter partisan, is 
patent, but as the judge, when recounting 
ballots, has no authority to go behind the 
ballot, the fraud was successful and the 
nineteen ballots were counted against 
the Liberal candidate. If, through frauds 
like these, an election is lost, the only met- 
hod js to contest the seat, have the man 
so returned unseated and fight a by-elect- 
ion. Sucha course gives the Government 
an opportunity of concentrating its influ- 
ence on one constituency after another and 
of buying them up piecemeal. The object 
of the deputy returning officers’ frands is, 
therefore only too plain.

In pootic figure we 
sometimes spoak of natural objecta vs being 
in pain, but it is a mere fancy, Poets say 
the clouds weep, but they never yet shed a 
tear, and that the winds sigh, but thoy 
never did have auy troubl); aud that the 
storm howls, but it never lost its temper. 
Tho world is a rose, and the universe a gar- 
Jand. 

And T am glad to know that in all our 
cities thore are plenty of places where wo 
may find elevated moral ontortainment. 
But all honest men and gord womon will 
agree with mo in the statement that one of 
thie worst plagues of these cities is corrupt 
amusement, Multitudes have gone down 
under the blasting influence never to rise. 

To help stay the plague now raging, I pro- 
ject certain principles by which you may 
judge in regard to any amusement or recrea- 
tion, finding out for yourself whether it is 
right, or whether it is wrong. 

Tremark, in the first place, that you can 
Judge of the moral character of any amuse- 
ment by its healthful result, or by its bale- 

! ful reaction, There are people who seem 
made up of hard facts.

If you show them an oxquisite picture, 
they will begin to discuss the pigments 
involved in the coloring. If you show 
them a beautiful rose, they will submit it

They 
have no rebound in their nature, They 
never do anything moro than smile. Thore 


fre no great tides of fooling s jug up 
from the depths of their soul, in billow 
after billow of reverberating laughter, 
They seem as if nature bad built them by 
contract, and made a bungling job ouvof 
it, But blessed be God, there are people 
in the world who have bright faces, and 
whose life is a song, an anthem, a pean of 
victory. Even their troubles are like the 
vines that crawl up the side of a great tow- 
er, on the top of which the sunlight sits, and 
the soft airs of summer hold porp tual car- 
nival. They are the people you like to have 
come to your house; they are people I like to 
have come tomy house.

Oxford, It was the moat exciting ovont that 
has ocourred on the Thames for many years, 

Tho race was over tho usual course, of 
about 44 miles, which starts ab a point 
about 100 yards above Putney Bridge, near 
London, and finishes about the same distance 
above the Ship Inn at Mortlake, 

Oxford captured tho great advantage of 
position ou the Middlesex side, This yoor 
tho tide was high at London Bridge at about 
1pm, and at Putney about an hour later, 
Four steamers and tho umplro's launch fol- 
lowed the rival crews, The attendanco as a 
whole did not equal that of former years 
owing tothe early hour at which the raco 


was rowed and to tho provaloace of a slot 
storm in tho forenoon and bitter cold

Oxford, however, did not lose. heart, tnt 
bent down and the more doggedly to their 
work, tugging sullenly, grittily at their oars 
and putting a spleniid move on their bont, 
At the Doves, two miles from the start, Ox- 
ford led slightly, Cambridge still sticking to 
their work in magnificent style in spite of 
the creeping up of their dark blue oppon- 
ents. The cheering and excitement was in- 
tense. At the oil mills, two miles one and a 
half furlongs from the start, the two boats 
were again level with each other. A grand, 
determined plucky struggle took place ag 
the racing eights passed Chiswick, about two 
and one-half miles from the start, Oxford, 
when nearing Chiswick, was leading, but it 
was by a few feet only. Going towards 
Corney Reach the boats struck into smoother 
water, which assisted the lighter men in the 
Cambridge boat and beyond Thornycrofts 
they forged ahead, eventually leading Ox- 
ford by a quarter of a length, Tho 
stream, however, here begau to favor Ox- 
ford, and at Barnes bridge, over three and a 
half miles from the start, Oxford was lead- 
ing by half alength. Time 18 minutes 10 
seconds, From that point Oxford bad much 
the best station, getting almost clear from 
the light blues, though both crews were row- 
og in superb style, Gallantly, coo.ly,’with 
out an outward sign of exhaustion, the con-- 
testing crews tugged attheir oars with the 
utmost brilliancy and nerve, The strugglo 
in the last quarter of a mile of the course 
was simply magnificent, Oxford had all the 
work she could do cut out for her as the 
Loats rounded the Barnes bend of the river. 
Cambridge was rowing pluckily and with 
plenty of strength, but Oxford passod over 
the line first by a quarter of a length amid 
intense, almost indoscribable excitement, 
winning the graudost

Ata tecent meeting of the sity 
council & resolution was “unanimously 
adopted” referring to the disposal of the 
sewage from the Institution for the deal, 
and some remarks made about legal pro 
ceedings against the provincial govern 
ment “to abate the nuisance," ete, I ad 
mit the gravity of the case, in view of the 
positive danger of contamination from the 
proximity of the supply pipe ofthe city 
waterworks to the outlet of the Institution 
seWage pipe, butis there «justifiable rea» 
on for so Sweeping @ condemnativn of the 
provincial governusent, Let us reason to- 
gether for a few minutes, The Institution 
was completed and the disposal of the 
ewage decided upon many years before 
Belleville made a move towards the con- 
structon of waterworks, The danger of 
contamination was repeatedly enforced 
upon the attention of those controlling the 
waterworks construction, before definite 
arrangements had been made as to the 
location af the supply pipe. Why was 
such advice disregarded and the pipe 
placed so near the sewage outlet? With 
the expenditure ofa few hundred dollars 
more the supply could have been obtained 
from a safe location west of theI nstitution, 
Those who clamor so loudly now did not 
offer #n objection then. They should re- 
meinber, (vo, that a change of the sewage 
system at the Institution is a task of some 
magnitude and involves a considerable 
outlay. That the government fully 
recognize the nevessity for immediate 
action, inorder to lessen the liability of 
sunitary complaints, is shown by the last 
snnual report of the inspector of prisoms, 
etc, which has, recently been distributed 
Mir.

“Various tests were made, the result of 
which cannot be accurately determined 
and a definite decision as to the practical 
utility of the system must consequently be 
delayed until the experiments and tests are 
completed. It does not appear however, 
that the system can be adopted with ad- 
vantage here as the objection to the pres- 
eut mode of discharging the sewage into 
the bay of Quinte still continues. All that 
the system accomplishes being any cheu- 
cal action upon the sewage that may take 
place before it is thus discharged. 

“After the tests applied are completed, 
however, the whole matter will be mae 
fully reported upon,” 

‘Lhe commissioners, after an exhaustive 
test of the Condor system and taking all 
the questions into consideration reported 
fully upon the results, said report being 
published with other matte:. 1 quote the 
concluding remarks which wereas follows: 

“Your commissioners, in view of the 
failure of such ascheme as the Condor 
system to produce the desired 
result, have examined the ground with 4 
view to seeing whether an alternative 
plan of disposing of the sewage of the In 
stitution on land might not be adopted 
There isan opportunity of having the 
| sewage distributed from the existing main 

drain upon a sewage farm at a very sinall 
| cost it the levels prove satisfactory. We 
are informed of a yet more desirable 
piece of land tothe north of the Institu- 
tion, but until the levels are tuken it was 
thought best not to go into details regar- 
ding the preferable ground ,to be used. 
The plan would involve the grading of an 
area of ground toja level, in the same 
way as at London. Not more than an 
acre of ground would probably be needed. 
Probably a certain amount of "subsoil 
tile drainage would be found necessary; 
but all the necessary work in addition to 
the preparation of the freld would be an 
arrangement of tanks te such capacity as 
would store the sewage of, at the most 
twenty-four hours, and having authomatic 
| overflows arranged according to well 

known principles. 

“Your commissioners would advise that 
they be appointed a committee with the 
chiet of the department of public works, to 
take the necessary steps for working out 
the aetails of such a scheme at as early a 
date as possible. This seems all the more 
necessary as serious complaint has for two 
years been made by the citizens of Belle- 
| ville, regarding the danger caused to its 
public water supply from the sewage of the 
institute being, as it is now, poured into 
the bay of Quinte.’ 

This certainly does not indicate a negli- 
gence of duty on the part of the govern- 
ment. As above stated the task is a diffi- 
cult one and requires 9 reasonable tine for 
execution.— FAIR PLAY.
